CANTON, China, Oct. 12. — A 
comely young woman who boasts 
of her exploits at a leader of pirate 
gangs is awaiting trial in a mili- 
tary prison here, on charges which 
carry the penalty of death. 

She is Miss Tan Ching-Chao, 31- 
year-old “Queen of Bias Bay Pi- 
rates,” who, according to military 
authorities, has admitted complici- 
ty in several recent piracies along 
the South China coast. 

Most brazen of the crimes in 
which Miss Tan declares she had 
a part was the attack on the steam- 
ship Taiyi in which a ship officer 
was killed and thousands of dol- 
lars worth of loot obtained by a 
pirate band. 

Miss Tan said she boarded the 
boat as a passenger, carrying a 
bundle which she told auestioners 
was a dying baby. Actually, how- 
ever, the bundle contained a small 
arsenal of eight pistols, which were 
passed out to accomplices when the 
ship put to sea. The attack fol- 
lowed, and the pirates escaped in 
small boats.

A total of $1,250,000,000 in fourth 
Liberty Loan bonds has been called 
for that date, meaning that interest 
payments will cease, and the holder 
may exchange his bonds for the 
new securities or receive cash. 


However, officials expect about 
$1,000,000,000 of the called bonds will 
be presented. The rest will come 
into the Treasury in the next 10 
or 20 years. Some of them have 
been lost or destroyed and never 
will be presented. Later, they will 
be figured as profit for the Gov- 
ernment. 

Interest Cut Nearly in Half. 

The Treasury has been paying 
4%, per cent interest on the bonds 
called for Tuesday, an annual dis- 
bursement of some $42,500,000 on 
the $1,000,000,000 to be refunded. It 
will substitute about $430,000,000 
of short term Treasury notes at 1% 
per cent and $570,000,000 of 10-year 
bonds at 2% per cent. Interest 
charges on the block in question 
will thus be reduced to about $22,- 
125,000. 

America had been in the war 
scarcely two months before the 
first Liberty loan was announced. 
The Government asked for $2,000,- 
000,000 and the people offered it 
$3,035,226,850. The actual totaled 
$1,989,455.000. The second Liberty 
loan, in November, 1917, was an- 
nounced at $3,000,000,000, brought 
in subscriptions of $4,617,000,000 and 
a total of $3,807,000,000 in bonds was 
issued.

driving them to the coast. 

He set up a Riff republic with 
himself as head and attempted to 
obtain recognition from Spain, 
France and England by offering 
mining concessions. And he 
dreamed of conquering all of Mo- 
rocco, both Spanish and French, and 
making himself the Sultan of a new 
Mohammedan nation. In 1925 he 
made the mistake of attacking the 
French. He found the French colo- 
nials and the foreign legion diffi- 
cult to deal with, and soon was 
pushed back into the mountains, 
where his own men deserted him 
and he was compelled to surrender. 

Four months later he was deport- 
ed to Reunion—an island which 
France reserves for prisoners of 
high rank. Among those exiled 
there in the past were Tanh-Tai, 
Emperor of Annam, in French Indo- 
China; Ranavalona, Queen of Mad- 
agascar, and Ursule de Machimba, 
Princess of the Comoro Islands.

IS VICTOR OVER 
IRENE’S BOB IN 
FEATURE EVENT

Most of the 12,000 fans who filled 
Fairmount Park yesterday after- 
noon will be talking about the 
$124.40 refund on Kelley’s Pride, 
winner of the fifth race, a long 
time after they have forgotten that 
Thistle Jock won the best event of 
the day from Irene’s Bob, Sora and 
four others in an exciting sprint 
‘race. That was the longest price 
of the meeting on a winner and it 
might have been twice that much, 
for the spectators found no logical 
reason for wagering on Mr. Kelley’s 
eight-year-old mare that hadn’t won 


a race in two years. 


But Thistle Jock’s victory was 
nothing of a form upset. He was 
in at light weight and he was com- 
ing right back off a smashing race 
of a week ago when he all but 
caught the winner, Irene’s Bob, in 


the last few jumps. 
Judge Leer Disappoints. 


Except for a disappointing effort 
on the part of Judge Leer, the 
favorite at 11 to 5, the race was run 
strictly as past performance prom- 
ised. Irene’s Bob set a dizzy pace 
for half a mile with Thistle Jock 
reaching out for him every step of 
the way. Judge Leer broke slowly 
and McGonigle was left at the post. 
At the head of the stretch, Irene’s 
Bob faltered ever so little but This- 
tle Jock, with only 93 pounds of 
expert rider, Frank Chojnacki, on 
his back, came right on, strong as 
ever. He took the lead a sixteenth 
of a mile from home and was draw- 
ing away at the finish. Sora passed 
Fayette Prince, Captain Joy and 
Judge Leer in the stretch to finish 
third. The Judge, out in the open 
in the last quarter, apparently 
didn’t have enough speed to make 


up a single length of ground. 


Thistle Jock’s time for the six 
furlongs 1:13, was four-fifths of a 
second slower than Irene’s Bob's 


time a week ago. 
Kelley’s Pride Overruns Field. 


Last away from the starting gate

Twelve years ago, as Dr. Ramsay observes 
in his introduction, there was published at 
the university a thin volume entitled “Verse 
Written by Students of the University of 
Missouri.’

“Together the two volumes,” says Dr. Ram- 
say, “exhibit some of the fruits of the live- 
ly interest in poetic composition on the part 
of students at the University of Missouri for 
30 years.” And he adds what may well be 
the wisest possible comment on the present 
collection as a whole: “Whatever may be 
their measure of achievement, they offer 
evidence at least of a sustained and devoted 
effort by many young Missourians to make 
the most of their poetic gifts.” 

The important matter in this connection 
is not, of course, the encouragement of nu- 
merous little talents, transient youthful 
vanities and vain desires, but rather to re- 
duce the odds against the always possible 
poet of genuine gifts by encouraging the 
many “to make the most” of their potential- 
ities.

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THE COLUMBIA ENCYCLOPEDIA. Edited 
by Clarke F. Ansley.

HIS is the first original one-volume en-

A compendium of human 
knowledge, it required the work of a large 
staff for eight years to produce it, and 
each of the 52,000 articles was prepared by 
an expert on the subject under considera- 
tion. Although the 2000 pages comprise 
more than 5,000,000 words, the text is not 
difficult to read and the volume weighs only 
11 pounds. Entries are arranged alphabet- 
ically, and a thumb index renders all the 
material readily accessible. 

Although international in scope, matters 
of particular American interest are given 
special attention, and the volume is said to 
contain more biographies of living and dead 
Americans than any other one-volume work 
of universal reference, “While all articles 
are written as concisely as possible, many 
contain as many as 6000 words.

Have Been Hounded by Chiang 
_ Kai-Shek — Now Against 

| Mountain Barrier.

SHANGHAI, Oct. 12:— China's 
“red army’—a bedraggled, hungry 
and shrunken ghost of its former 


self—is near a final breakup in the 
mountain wilderness of West China, 
says W. H. Donald, unofficial ad- 
viser of Gen. Chiang Kai-shek. 
Donald reports that the generalis- 


simo is pounding the Communist 
force to pieces against the great 
natural barrier which separates 


West China from Tibet. 

Donald, a jovial middle-aged Aus- 
tralian, spent most of the summer 
with Gen. Chiang in the campaign. 
For years he has been adviser to 
Marshal Chang Hsueh-liang, oust- 
ed Manchurian war lord. 

Promised Land Sought. 

“This is the same red army,” Don- 
ald said, “which started out from 
Central China 70,000 strong nearly 
a vear ago in search of greener pas- 
tures. After abandoning the strong- 


holds in Kiangsi, which they had 
held for seven vears, they trekked 
westward, hoping to find a place 
where they could. start a_ soviet 
regime, 

“Chiang Kai-shek hounded ‘them 


every mile of the way, through Hu- 
nan and Kweichow into the south- 
western Province of Yunnan and fi- 
nally northward into Szechwan. 

“There the reds have run up 
against a mountain rampart rang- 
ing from 15,000 to 20,000 feet high 
which seems likely to be their jour- 
ney's end. 

- Fleeing Army Dwindles. 

“It was a heart-breaking  1500- 
mile journey and the reds lost more 
than two-thirds of their men, either 
by desertion or in battle. Today, 
there are probably not more than 


20,000 in the main Communist force 
and that includes reds from 
Northeastern Szechwan who suc- 


|, ceeded in effecting a junction with | 


their comrades from Kiangsi.” 

Donald said it was the aim of the 
red army to cross from Szechwan 
into Kansu and finally into Sinki- 
ang, where Communists recently 
were reported to have gained con- 
trol. 

Donald ridiculed Japanese reports 
that parts of the main red army 
had broken into Kansu Province 
and were establishing a chain of 
soviets across Northwestern China.

BRAZIL'S SILK OUTPUT GAINS 


Production in Sao 
$3,720,000 Last Year. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Oct. 13.—In 
Sao Paulo, where 90 per cent of 
Brazil's silk cocoons are spun, pro- 
duction has increased nearly 400 
per cent since 1930. The worms 
gave 420,000 kilos of silk thread in 
that year, compared with 1,550,000 
in 1934. A kilo is 2.204 pounds. 


Paulo Worth 


The rise in value was almost 500 
per cent. The 1930 output was 
worth 12,600 contos, that of 1934 | 


reached 62,000 contos (about $3,720, 


000). One conto is worth § about 
$60. Last year Sao Paulo had 115 
mills, compared with 20 in 1920. 


Their combined production in 1934 
is given as 350,000 contos. As the 
conto was then worth about $80, 
that would mean a_e production 
worth $28,000,000.

Comparison of Present and Past 

Payrolls. 

It is interesting to compare the 
present employment total with that 
of past years. From the war-time 
peak in the District of Columbia 
of 117,760 there was a fairly rapid 
drop so that in July cf 1920 employ- 
ment in Washington stood at 90,559. 
The war-time peak for Washington 
and the country at large was 917,- 
760 and this dropped by July, 1920, 
to 619,116. By June of 1924 em- 
ployment in the executive branch 
had leveled off at 554,986, with 64.- 
120 in the District of Columbia and 


it remained at about this point 
down to the Hoover administra- 
tion. The peak during Hoover's 


presidency was 588,206, and 


71,693 in the District. 


Although there have been mo- 
mentary monthly declines under 
Roosevelt, the curve mounts stead- 
ily and rapidly. What is more, sev- 
eral new permanent agencies, which 
have nothing to do with the recov- 
ery measures of the administration, 
are now building up their § staffs, 
The Federal Communications Com- 
mission is slowly adding to its force. 
The Social Security Board, created 
at the last session of Congress to 
administer the Federal end of the 
new social insurance, has taken on 
from 150 to 200 employes already. 
During the next six months the 
board expects to add 500 to 600 em- 
ployes and by 1937 will have “up to 
several thousand” at work.

Similarlv, the board created un- 
der the Railroad Pension Act must 
begin to acquire its staff.

S soon as the point of its being a 
A reer was settled that opened 
up about a dozen lines of inquiry. 
I told Clint Zeller to call Doc Remer 
over at Mount Holly and ask him to 
come over for an autopsy right away 
with Le Faver. After that he was to 
take the car and run the gun in to 
Philadelphia to have Lieut. George 
Spangler of the Philly police subject it 
to ballistic analysis. I wanted to know 
how many bullets had been fired from 
it and how recently and whether they 
checked with the bullets from the 
body. I put Beck on the family an- 
gle, especially with a view to finding 
out what enemies Brown had. You 
see the point, don’t you? The whole 
thing looked as though it must have 
been pretty carefully planned, be- 
cause the murderer had caught Brown 
at a time when he was alone in the 
house, and if that Frances West hadn't 
looked out her window, nobody would 
have seen the crime committed. Be- 
sides, I had noticed a diamond ring 
on one of the dead man’s fingers; that 
knocked out the robbery motive.

The garage was a 
big oné; where the 
door joined was a 
padlock, but the hasp 
had been pulled out, 
and the mark it left 
showed fresh wood.

The other was worthy of more atten- 
tion; it was a 6% instead of Brown's 
6%, and had been worn so long that 
even the maker’s name was obliterat- 
ed, leaving only the letters PH in the 
sweatband. The size eliminated the 
possibility it might belong to Brown; 
it was lying half over the Stetsdn, so 
evidently it had been placed there 
after Brown’s hat. ‘ Therefore, it must 
belong to the murderer. I rushed it 
also into Philadelphia for microscopic 
analysis and then went home and to 
bed. There wasn’t anything more we 
could do till we had some information.

delphia, reported that the bullets 
which killed Brown had come from 
the Holtz .32 and that it had been 
fired during the last 24 hours.

Adolf Hitler recently declared the 
swastika the official emblem of the 
German realm—‘“in gratitude to the 
movement under whose symbol Ger- 
many regained her freedom.’”’ Thus 
the symbol which the National Social- 
ists adopted in 1923, shortly after 
their organization, has become the of- 
ficially accepted emblem of all that is 
“Aryan” in Germany. 

By no criterion relating to its origin 
can the swastika be said to have any 
relation to a peculiarly German cul- 
ture, however.

That was where the accident hap- 
pened which almost cost Bickford his 
head. Tarzan, a large, docile looking 
beast, had been put through his paces 
several times in rehearsing the scene 
and gone through it letter perfect. Di- 
rector George Melford was satisfied; 
Charlie Bickford, who had seen Tar- 
gan well fed with raw meat a few 
minutes before, was satisfied, and ap- 
parently all was well with the lion. 
So Bickford took hig place on the 
“jungle” ground. Tarzan was told by 
his trainer, Charles Murphy, to do his 
stuff. Tarzan walked over to the pros- 
trate actor, leaned over him and then, 
instead of licking his face, bit him in 
the neck. 

It was almost a fatal nip for the 
beast’s great teeth just missed sever- 
ing Bickford’s jugular vein. With 
blood spurting in a stream Bickford, 
unconscious, rolled over on his back 
and the lion climbed on top of him. 


In the confusion Director Milford, 
Trainer Murphy and the camera man 
—he kept right on shooting to get 
some pretty remarkable photographs 
—alone kept their heads. Milford 
held back an assistant trainer who 
started to rush in with a pitchfork 
while Murphy, advancing on the beast, 
shouted, but 
not angrily, 
“Tarzan, Tar- 
zan, come 
here.”’

ARZAN was but a cub when he 
was bought by Universal for use 
in “The Big Cage,’’ the sensa- 
tional animal film in which Clyde 
Beatty, famous wild animal trainer, 
was starred.

, “Nobody can be blamed for the ac- 
cident,”’ Bickford says. “It was just 
one of those things that cannot be an- 
ticipated or prevented. Strangely 
enough, I had a premonition that the 
cat was going to attack but it hap- 
pened so quickly I could do nothing 
to prevent it.’’ 

‘In your adventuresome life doubt- 
less you have suffered many acci- 
dents,”’ it was suggested. 

“No, I haven't,”’ he replied, ‘‘And I 
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have never been bitten by a lion be- 
fore and hope I will never have the 
experience again.” 

Yet, as soon as he was able, Bick- 
ford was to return to the studio and 
complete the scenes that were inter- 
rupted by Tarzan’'s attack! And Tar- 
zan, not another lion, will work with 
him. Needless to say, the utmost pre- 
cautions will be taken to make sure 
Tarzan will not renew the attack. 

Despite the pain that occasionally 
brought a wince and an involuntary 
gasp to his lips, Bickford recalled cer- 
tain features of his experience with 
amusement. To supply him with a 
laugh his nurse, Isabel Edmundson, 
had brought him his chart. 

“What do you suppose was the de- 
scription they had put on it when I 
was brought in?’ he chuckled. ‘It 
was, ‘well developed man, heavily 
bearded type.’ ’’ 

Through the requirements of his 
role Bickford had let his beard grow 
and his face was covered with a thick 
stubble that matched his fiery hair. 
When the ambulance rushed him to 
the hospital he probably looked as 
little like a famous movie star as any- 
body possibly could. 

“I got a great kick out of being 
the first ‘lion bite case’ ever registered 
at the Hollywood Hospital,’’ Bickford 
said. ‘‘And can you imagine that be- 
fore I had been here an hour the hos- 
pital received a cable from a London 
newspaper requesting full details of 
my condition?”’

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“Fata Morgana” on the Hortobagy Plain in Hungary.

HE inhabitants of 
Marseilles were re- 
‘cently astonished 
by the specter of 
‘Mount.Canigou 
suddenly looming 
above the horizon 
across the Gulf of 
Lions—big as life. 
Although this has 
happened before, it never ceases to be 
astonishing. For Canigou, at the east- 
ern extremity of the Pyrenees, in’ the 
section of Roussilon, has an altitude 
of only 9137 feet. It is 35 miles in- 
land from the Mediterranean coast 
and separated from the southern 
French seaport by another 135 miles 
of water. A mathematically straight 
line from the quay at Marseilles to the 
very summit of Canigou would pass 
400 feet below the surface of the sea. 
What happens in these cases is that the 
image of the mountain is projected 
hundreds of feet into the air, so that it 
actually towers up over the sea, 80 
much magnified in size that it seems 
almost within swimming distance of 
the city across the wide bay. This 
is one of the most spectacular of the 
several types of mirage. 
it is known to students of the science 
of atmospheric optics as looming. One 
famous example is the phenomenon at 
the Brocken, a peak in the Harz Moun- 
tains of Saxony. The Brocken spec- 
ter involves the projection of much 
enlarged and distorted human figures 
into the misty air above the mountain 
and has brought into being an elabo- 
rate mythology, much of which is con- 
tained in the Walpurgisnacht scene of 
Goethe’s “Faust.” 

Although the mechanics of what 
takes place in looming are extremely 
complex, the phenomenon can be éx- 
plained in a vague sort of way by say- 
ing that it is the result of light rays 
passing through atmospheric layers, 
which, because of their varying heat 
and density, do not carry them in a 
straight line. Anyone who has care- 
fully examined a pair of ground spec- 
tacles of a certain type knows how 
light can be refracted by a transparent 
material of a different ‘‘refractive in- 
dex’’ from that of the air. Like glass, 
various conditions of air have various 
refractive indexes. Image - bearing 
light rays passing through them may 
be carried in a curved line following 
the curve of the earth’s surface. And 
that is how the image of the mountain 
was carried 170 miles across land and 
sea to the people of Marseilles. That 
it seemed so close was  iargely 
owing to the fact that it was raised 
to an altitude involuntarily associated 
with nearness. Visitors to mountain- 
ous sections are continually baffled by 
the seeming proximity of very high 
peaks; they set out calmly, intending 
to reach a mountain 10 miles away 
and return before tea. But in the 
case of Mount Canigou, the image 
may actually have been enlarged by 
the magnifying glass of the curved air 
layers. Arctic explorers have often 
found looming to be an invaluable tel- 
escopic periscope, enabling them to see 
great distances, 

There are numerous possibilities 
when conditions favoring the appear- 
ance of a mirage occur, It causes dis- 
tant objects to disappear as well as to 
appear, raises visible objects, obscures 
intervening ones, distorts shapes. One 
type has become proverbial for its 
trick of spreading delusive lakes be- 
fore the eyes of thirsty desert tray- 
elers. But regardless of the kind of 
phenomenon, all mirages have the 
same basic cause. When light rays, 
ordinarily a trifle bent by contact with 
the atmosphere around the earth, 
meet sections of air having unusually

varied patterns of density—usually 
owing to abnormal conditions of heat 
and moisture—they are bound to 
cause distortions of some sort. The 
natural effect of passing thraqugh nat- 
ural atmospheric layers causes the 
moon or the sun to appear magnified 
at rising and setting. But phenome- 
nal conditions have made the sun set, 
then appear again well above the hori- 
zon and repeat itself. Double sun- 
sets are about as spectacular as any 
form of the spectacle of looming. 
Mirage is common over the hot 
plains of Mesopotamia, where, during 
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the illusion of a 
mate to the famous 
Parisian spire as 
created in a mirage.

Mirage in days gone by was a means 
of profitable fraud on the thirsty 
plains of Kansas, according to a story 
related by one Ham Bell, a pioneer in- 
habitant of Dodge City, to the local 
observer of the Weather Bureau. 

“I came to Kansas in 1872,” he 
said, ‘landing one night in Ellsworth. 
The next morning I engaged a cab 
driver to take me to Great Bend, a 
distance of 45 miles. He charged me 
$45—a dollar a mile—and demanded 
payment in advance. The excuse 
given for this exorbitant charge was 
the danger that would attend the 
crossing of a lake, which could be seen 
in the distance, and which he said his 
team would have to wade. The lake 
was only a mirage, but the rascally 
driver had my money before I found 
it out.’’ 

On June 14, 1907, passengers on 
the liner Philadelphia of the American 
Line, reported having witnessed an un- 
usual mirage at sea. Cutting through 
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a sea like glass and under a clear sky, 
25 miles off the starboard bow was 
the French liner La Lorraine, bound 
for the same port. The vessel could 
not be seen, but her smoke was mak. 
ing a blot on the horizon. A slight 
mist gathered just above the smoke 
and there appeared in the sky a per- 
fect picture of the French liner. The 
reflection was an inverted vessel sail- 
ing across the sky. So clear was the 
vision that passengers on the Phila- 
delphia could make out a ship's officer 
pacing the bridge. The reflection last- 
ed an hour and a half, disappearing 
as if the mirror had been smashed. 
Major Martin, the army flyer, who 
fell in the Aleutian Islands, ascribed 
his mishap to a deceptive mirage, 
which led him from his route by 
changing the apparent face of his sur- 
roundings. Perplexing eccentricities 
of light, peculiarly disconcerting to 
the airman, have been known to exist 
over Alaskan waters for some time. In 
October, 1891, the American barquen- 
tine Steadfast was wrecked on the Is. 
land of St. Croix while bound from 
Trinidad for Philadelphia with a cargo 
of asphalt. Her loss is alleged to have

THRILLING aerial battle was 
A\ witnentea about 25 years ago in 
Germany. One March day the vil- 
lagers of Doerzbach and Ober-Gins- 
bach, in Wuerttemberg, were startled 


to see a bright red streak appear in 


the sky. On this could be observed a 
landscape with field, streams and 
woods, among which two bodies of 


troops in battle formation were ad- 
vancing toward each other, firing vol- 
leys. The puffs of smoke were clear- 
ly visible. The superstitious were 
alarmed, the skeptical puzzled: then 
suddenly the picture disappeared. Next 
day the explanation appeared in the 
newspapers. A sham fight had been 
held by the garrison at the town of 
Mergentheim, 20 miles distant, and its 
appearance in the sky was due to 
mirage. 

Stefansson, in an account of his 
travels north of the Arctic Circle, 
says: 

“At most seasons one is consider- 
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ably troubled with mirages, perhaps 
more in summer than winter, but in 
winter also. On my hunts at this time 
I was frequently deceived, not so 
much by the appearance of objects out 
of all natural proportion, but more 
especially by their apparent motion, 
and their disappearances and reap- 
pearances on the level snow surface. 
The mountains inland were visible, 
and were continually changing their 
shapes, but they looked unlike real 
mountains. More frequently they sim- 
ulated the water-front appearance of 
New York skyscrapers, even to chim- 
neys and whiffs of smoke. They would 
continually change their shape and 
order, and at times 
seemed to be march- 
ing in single file either 
to the east or west.” 

The mirages that 
thus involve extensive 
distortion and also un- 
dergo rapid changes 
are classified as ‘‘fata 
morgana.”” The name 
originated along the 
shore of the Straits of 
Messina, where such 
displays are occasion- 
ally seen, but the phe- 
nomenon is much com- 
moner in other parts 
of the world, especial. 
ly in polar regions. 

A spectacular dis- 
play of fata morgana 
was seen in 1882 from 
the Brazilian frigate 
Parnahyba off the 
coast of Patagonia, in 
about latitude 60 
south. The vessel was 
carrying a_ ascientific 
expedition to Punta 
Arenas to observe the 
transit of Venus. The 
official narrative of 
the expedition says: 

“After midday the wind fell, the 
temperature rose, and the air became 
unusually transparent and pure. The 
coast, from which we were not far 
distant, took the most varied and 
strange forms. Sometimes its height 
was greatly exaggerated, sometimes 
the salient points, the hills, appeared 
turned upside down, or lost in the 
space between the lowest clouds, like 
the fantastic visions of a dream. One 
could not distinguish sea from sky, 
and the froth of the waves resembled 
flaky cirri dotted on the blue heavens. 
At one time the reflected images of 
the hills took the shape of ships ar- 
ranged in regular order and engaged 
in gunnery praatice; the reflections of 
the solar rays, darting in all direc. 
tions, represented the flashes of the 
guns,’’

A peculiar variety of mirage is often 
observed in a certain district of the 
island of Crete, especially in the late 
spring. Toward sunrise shadowy fig- 
ures are seen moving over a plain near 
the seashore. The peasants call them 
“drossulties”’ (‘‘men of the dew”) and 
say that they are the ghosts of some 
Greek volunteers who were cut to 
pieces by Turkish troops during an 
insurrection in 1828. The more pro- 
saic scientific explanation is that they 
are the result of the irregular refrac. 
tion of light by a stream of cold air 
draining down from the adjacent 
mountains. 


ISPLAYS of mirage are some 
[ume so bewildering and real 

that it is no wonder they should 
in all ages have given rise to myths 
and legends. When a superstitious old 
salt looks up from his holystone to see 
a distant ship sailing over the horizon 
take right off into the clouds, second 
by second, is it any wonder he should 
shout to his mates that he's seen the 
Flying Dutchman? That is just how 
that forecastie yarn—and a hundred 
like it-—originated. The illusion it in- 
volves is known as the superior mf 
rage. During the Crimean War the 
entire British fleet was seen to jump 
into the sky by this means, A picture 
of it later was published in the Illus- 
trated London News. 

The so-called desert mirage, which 
gives the illusion of water puddles or 
lakes, is by no means limited to dee 
erts. When the eye is at the right 
level, it can be seen at any timé on 
the lid of a hot stove. And on hot 
days the mirage thus formed over 
highways is quite familiar to all mo- 
torists, especially on the Middle West- 
ern plains. Dr. C. F. Brooks of Har 
vard University has this to say about 
the optical illusion he calld the high- 
way mirage: 
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“On a very clear day, when the 
sun's rays burn fiercely upon the 
asphalt or other hard road, ‘te surface 
becomes greatly heated and a thin lay- 
er of very hot air forms upon it. The 
stratum above it is much cooler. The 
difference in density between the twe 
layers is so great that the light ray® 
are bent upward, the refraction acting 
in effect as would a mirror. The mo 
torist does not see the highway’s 8ar 
face but the sky as if reflected in that 
surface. Were such conditions per 
fect, clouds might be seen ‘reflected’ 
as in a body of water, and the fllustoa 
thus still further increased indeed, 
the parts of an approaching car oF D& 


destrian may at such times be visible 
only above a height of three feet, with

“In those days,"’ he explained, 
“there were few rare violins in Amer- 
ica, chiefly because of the extremely 
high import duty on them under the 
classification of antiques. When I un. 
derstood the situation, I worked to 
have the tariff regulation changed. A 
tariff should protect our manufactur- 
ers only from direct competition. But 
certainly in youthful America there 
were no rare old violins being made. 
Finally the law was changed to allow 
genuine antiques over a certain age 
to come in duty free. That permitted 
so many fine instruments to come in 
that today America owns more genu- 
ine Stradivari and Guarnieri than all 
the rest of the world.”

makers as Amati, Stradivari, Guarner- 
lus and Henry Jacobs. 

“In the vault,’’ he says, ‘the violins 
need only air and moisture to keep 
them in perfect condition, On cold, 
dry days we pour two and a half gal- 
lons of water on the stone floor at 
night before closing the vault. By 
morning the water is all gone. First 
it was absorbed by the air and in turn 
sucked in by the wood of the violins. 
Violins breathe, the same as trees.”’ 


ESPITE the depression, there 
De seems to be a lively market 

for rare instruments, according 
to Freeman. Transactions are con- 
cluded only on a cash basis. 

“Last year,”’ he recalled, “we sold 
six antique Stradivari violins, each 
priced in five figures. 

“Some of the transactions I have 
handled were with Albert Spalding, 
who bought a Guarnieri; Yehudi Men- 
uhin, a Strad; Grisha Goluboff, for 
whom Henry Ford ‘bought a 1703 
Strad; Jascha Hei- 
fitz, a $30,000 
Strad and a $30,- 
000 Guarnieri, and 
Mischa Elman, a 
$30,000 Strad. 

“These instru- 
ments are outstand- 
ing for concert use, 
and that is why vio- 
linists are willing 
to pay such prices 
for them.

“There are about 400 genuine 
Strads in existence today, but over 
10,000 imitations, exact in every re- 
spect but the magic tone quality. 
There hasn't been a genuine one un- 
earthed in the past 75 years, yet every 
week at least half a dozen instru- 
ments sent from all parts of the world, 
come to me for ‘expertizing.’ And I 
have to tell the owners that tney are 
only imitations. 

‘Many buyers of what appear to be 
old violins later discover that they 
have been swindled. Such instru- 
ments are often realistically coated 
with dust to simulate old age. They 
are usually of inferior and recent 
make. And it is my duty to disillu- 
sion the buyers of such fakes. Often 
they are professional musicians.”’ 

Mr. Freeman's eyes have become s0 
accustomed to recognize instantly in 
an instrument both the year it was 
made and the name of its maker, that 
he makes his identification with the 
speed that people recognize their 
friends. So acute is his sight in this 
matter that he buys an instrument 
solely by what he sees in it, prefer- 
ring not to have it played. 

Seated in his office behind a mas- 
sive desk of rich wood, I asked this 
man upon whose opinion hangs the 
sale of instruments valued at thou- 
sands of dollars, what was the big- 
gest discovery he had made in his 
business. 

He replied: ‘That the best vio- 
linists are often poor judges of good 
violins!”’

She was hardly more than an infant 
when she was brought face to face 
with peonage, hardly more than a 
child when she began her lifelong ca- 
reer toward the education and libera- 
tion of Mexican women. While she 
was still a baby, her parents moved 
from Mexico City to a great hacienda, 
essentially a feudal estate, in the 
State of Morelos, 

Her father, a full-blooded Zapotec, 
as she proudly relates, was legal ad- 
viser to the landowner, overlord of 
many peons. The earliest scenes of her 
childhood were scenes of serfdom, and 
its sorrows for women whose menfolk 
were broken and embittered by some- 
thing near slavery. Before she was 10 
she had begun, single-handed, talking 
to the women she knew on the plan- 
tation, to give them a view of another 
sort of life. 

A great many of her ideas came by 
way of the United States, for she 
studied its language and ita ways in 
the American Methodist School at Pu- 
ebla, where she obtained her license 
to teach while yet in her teens. 

Even earlier, she knew revolution at 
first hand. Zapata, the “‘liberator,”’ 
had held her up in his arms as a 
child. In the Zapatista rebellion her 
home was burned. Her first written 
work, while she was still in the Meth. 
odist school, was a pamphlet which she 
called “El Veradero Zapata,’ ‘‘The 
True Zapata.’’ Since then she has 
written several books; most notably, 
her volume on the Mexican woman.

You can’t solve one 
without getting leads on two or 
three more, especially if profes- 
sional criminals are involved. 


ND about this time I began 
Aw get a few burglaries in 

Burlington County; there 
were more on the Pennsylvania 
side, too, and several in Mer- 
cer County. We held a confer- 
ence of officers on all those cases 
and pooled information, and we 
came to the conclusion that al) of 
them were the work of a single 
gang. Some of them were big; 
they got $20,000 in securities and 
jewels from the Kirkland Marter 
home at Edgewater Park and 
$125,000 in bonds from the house 
of a man named Bartle at Over- 
brook. 

The reason we connected up all 
these burglaries was the similar- 
ity of the methods used. The 
burglars seemed always very well 
informed about the movements of 
the family; they picked out an 
evening when the family was out 
to dinner, and, arriving in a car 
just about that time, got in and 
took their thme about ransacking 
the whole house. 

When I had this information, I 
got a list of all the burglaries and 
& map and began to put dots on 
the map for the places, as well as 
to draw up a list showing dates 
and places of the burglaries. I 
noticed that the burglars were 
working along a series of definite 
curved lines, following along the 
main roads. The burglaries were 
almost accurately spaced to fall 20 
or 25 miles apart in space and 
seven or eight days in time. 
Crooks can be very systematic at 
times, so that didn’t surprise me 
so much as something else in the 
list; mamely, the fact that the 
after-dinner burglaries went on 
steadily right through November, 
December and the first half of 
January, never missing a date or 
place, with one striking exception.

These contacts are known 
in the underworld and, in most 
cases to the police. Now in the 
case of Joe Ferguson, we knew 
that among these contacts were 
the members of the after-dinner 
gang, and we had known long be- 
fore that the after-dinner gang 
consisted of experienced crim- 
inals. So in co-operation with the 
Mercer County and Philadelphia 
police I sat down and compiled a 
list of every crook Joe Ferguson 
knew or had any contact with. We 
then found out the present where- 
abouts of every man on that list, 
as closely as possible, and if they 
were living anywhere near Phila- 
delphia, pulled them in. When we 
got them in, we asked them a lot 
of questions, partly about Joe 
Ferguson, but mostly inviting 
them to furnish an alibi for the 
night of April 13, 1938. Then 
we checked the alibi, because they 
all had alibis—you never saw a 
crook without one, did you?

named Edward Adamski. He was 
picked up for us by the Newark 
police—not, as it happened, on the 
Joe Ferguson clew, but because a 
warning had been sent out to 
watch the pawnshops up there on 
another case, and he was seen go- 
ing into one, the arresting officer 
taking him along to the station, 
thinking he might be another 
wanted man. This Adamski gave 
his right name, knowing Newark 
didn’t have anything on him, I 
guess, but they found he was on 
the wanted list as an acquaintance 
of Ferguson’s and held him for 
us. He was trying to pawn a 
ring that looked a lot like one 
from the Kirkland Marter home. 


{4 HAT were you doing on 
VW the night of April 137?” 
I asked him, 

“Playing pool in the Germania 
Hall in Philly,’’ he said, without 
batting an eyelash. That was 
more than usually phoney. April 
13 was a month ago by this time, 
and the idea that he could re- 
member something like that was 
sort of queer in the best circum- 
stances, but I didn’t have a doubt 
he’d get a half-dozen poolroom 
loafers to swear he was there. 

‘Where did you get the ring 
you were trying to hock?’’

That was another misstep. I 
already knew he had been trying 
to pawn the ring for $10, and it 
was worth $60. I looked at him 
a minute and then said: 

“Know anything about this 
Bradway Brown business? Young 
fellow killed over at Palmyra.’’ 

“Oh, my God,’’ he said, ‘“‘don’t 
try to hang a murder on me. Hon. 
est, I don’t know a thing about 
that case. I been in on a few lit- 
tle jobs in my time, that’s al) 
right. I'll take my rap on them, 
but I didn’t kill nobody.”’ 

I had them take him over to 
the jail then and turned to Pros- 
ecutor Eastwood, who was in the 
office at the time. 

“That man was in on the Brad. 
way Brown job,’’ I said, ‘‘and the 
chances are that he’s one of the 
after-dinner burglars, too. Did you 
notice how excited he got when I 
asked him about the Bradway 
Brown business? Why, an ordi- 
nary crook wouldn’t even remem- 
ber what the Brown case was.”’ 

“Yes, but you haven't any evi- 
dence to give me, have you?” 
asked Eastwood. “I can’t take a 
case to trial on a deduction.’’ 

“No, but I'll try to get some 
evidence for you. I’m going up 
to Philadelphia and establish the 
connection between Ferguson and 
this egg.”’ 

I went over first thing in the 
morning, and they gave me a 
couple of fat files.. From the two 
of them I started comparing dates 
and places. At first it wasn’t very 
informative; Ferguson had been 
working right out of Philadelphia 
during most of his criminal ca- 
reer, while Adamski had an ar- 
rest in New York for burglary 
and then began drifting west, be- 
cause he had an arrest in Lorain, 
and then one in Indiana. But the 
next note in the series is the one 
that stopped me. It read: 

“Arrested Pekin (Ill.) robbery 
—Discharged, lack of evidence.”’ 

Now I knew where Pekin, IIl., 
was, because I had just been 
there. It’s right across the river 
from Peoria. What made this en- 
try queerer yet was that the date 
on it was just the day before the 
garage man’s revolver had been 
stolen. 

Right below that on Ferguson’s 
record came the first mention of 
Philadelphia—‘Arrested, Phila- 
delphia, concealed weapons, Octo- 
ber, 1932—discharged, lack of evi- 
dence.’’ I checked it with Adam- 
ski’s record, and found that both 
he and Ferguson had been re- 
leased in Philadelphia on the 
same day in 1932. Then some- 
thing else struck me about that 
listing—-Ferguson had been dis- 
charged for lack of evidence. The 
thing had a fishy look; a con- 
cealed weapon case isn’t like a 
burglary, for instance, where wit- 
nesses may contradict themselves.

“After you get back and finish 
this picture will you ever do an- 
other with wild animals?” he was 
asked. 

“Sure I will,” said Bickford, “if 
the occasion comes up again. As 
I said before, nobody is to blame 
for this accident. If I want to 
face the dangers of working with 
wild animals I certainly am not 
going to welch if an accident hap- 
pens. I wasn’t forced to accept 
the role. If I didn’t want to work 
with wild animals no director or 
producer could induce me to.” 

Bickford proved his courage 
once before during the filming of 
“Bast of Java’ when a black leop- 
ard attacked Charlie Murphy, the 


veteran animal trainer. The 
leopard had proved unruly and 
Murphy was trying to get him in- 
to what is known as a ‘‘shifting’’ 
crate. The animal leaped at Mur- 
phy and grabbed his arm and only 
the fact that the keeper had 
wrapped his arm in heavy cloth 
saved him. He fought free of the 
leopard which was about to attack 
again when Bickford leaped into 
the scene armed with a pitchfork. 
Bickford held the beast at bay un- 
til Murphy got another pitch- 
fork and then both drove. it 
into the cage. It was the same 
Murphy who saved Bickford from 
Tarzan. 

Despite the active life he has 
led and the dynamic roles he has 
portrayed on the screen, Bickford 


has been unusually fortunate in 
escaping accidents. The nearest 
exciting experience he could recall 
was when he was filming ‘East 
of Borneo’’ a few years ago. 

“IT was required to walk across 
an alligator infested river with 
Rose Hobart in my arms,” he said. 
“T carried a club with which I 
would strike the

broke and, throwing it away, I be- 
gan kicking at their noses with 
my feet. From then on it became 
a game to see whether I could 
kick faster than they could snap.

on or he isn’t. If he is carrying a 
weapon the weapon itself is the 
evidence: if he isn't carrying one 
the officer doesn’t arrest him. 

I determined that this point 
needed to be cleared up, and, tak- 
ing the rogue’s gallery pictures of 
Ferguson and Adamski, together 
with their records, went over to 
the prosecutor’s office. The as- 
sistant who handled the case re- 
membered it readily enough: 

“Yes,” he said, “I always 
thought there was something 
queer about that. It was like one 
of those spirit visitations. Now, 
I’ll tell you about what happened, 
because I went back over that a 
dozen times trying to find the slip. 
We were running through half a 
dozen minor cases that day, and 
this Ferguson’s concealed weapon 
case was one of them. I had the 
gun right on the counsel! table 
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along with some other things. 
While another case was being 
called I stepped out of the 
court for a minute, but when 
I came back that gun was missing 
—right under the noses of all the 
court attendants, the judge and 
two or three cops. So, of course, 
the case was discharged.”’ 

‘“‘Have you got any record of the 
number of the gun?” I asked. 

“I suppose it's somewhere 
around still.”” He tapped a bell 
and got a stenographer to look it 
up, and we talked about Adamski 
while she was out. He didn't re- 
member that case at all; it was 
one of the dozens that had made 
no impression on him, but from 
the nature of the case Adamski 
could have been in the same court 
at the same time, all right. Then 
the stenographer brought in the 
report on the Ferguson case. 
ad | ‘it was a Holtz .32, No. 

59237." 

Well, the case was broken. That 
tied up Ferguson, Adamski and 
the gun with which Bradway 
Brown had been killed tighter 
than a knot, and I went back to 
Philly police headquarters feeling 
pretty well pleased with myself. 
But when I got there I found a 
phone message waiting from Bad- 
ing in Mount Holly; he wanted 
me to call right away. 

“Hello, chief,’’ he said. ‘You 
remember that Adamski we had 
here on the after-dinner burglary 
case? I hate to say it, but the fact 
is, chief, he—he escaped.”’ 

‘‘He what!’’ I almost shouted. 

“‘He slugged the guard that was 
taking in his breakfast and got 
over the wall, and we haven't...”’ 

I hung up the receiver. That 
was a tough blow, after all the 
work we had done on that case, 
to get a set-back like that. Fer- 
guson was dead and Adamski was 
gone, and, what was worse, he 
knew exactly what we wanted him 
for now, and we'd be lucky if we 
ever saw him again. Once more I 
was up against one of those points 
where they say the case has been 
dropped. There didn’t seem to be 
anything we could do. 

I went over all the steps again, 
making schedules of places and 
dates, and then I noticed some- 
thing else. The case in the Phil- 
adelphia courtroom, where Fergu- 
son's gun had disappeared, had 
come up in October, 1932. The 
after-dinner burglaries, in which 
both Ferguson and Adamski were 
concerned, had begun in Novem- 
ber, 1932. Therefore, it was a 
reasonable deduction that the 
after-dinner gang had . been 
formed just outside that Philadel- 
phia courtroom. But there were at 
least three members of the gang, 
for the Florence policeman had 
seen three. Therefore Ferguson 
and Adamski had picked up some- 
one else. It might be someone 
that one or the other had known 
previously, but there was just a 
chance that it was someone they 
had contacted that same day, or 
who had come to court with one of 
them that day. At least, slender 
though this thread was, it was the 
only one that still offered a 
chance of leading to the center of 
this maze. 

In Philadelphia I looked back 
through the court records to that 
day in the Magistrate's court; got 
the names of all the accused and 
witnesses who had been in court 
then and began checking over the 
whole list. There were just two 
of them who didn’t look good; one 
was a small.time racketeer named 
Steve Wojtkowiak, from up in 
Central Pennsylvania, and the 
other one was a burglar named 
Adam Szewczak. I had them get 
out.the pictures on those two, and 
the minute I saw Szewczak’s photo 
I knew I had the man I was after. 
Because he was blond, and in the 
picture he was wearing an Adam

hat, Clark Gable model, the same 
hat I had found in Bradway 
Brown's garage at Palmyra. I 
went back to Mount Holly and 
had them get out circulars. 

Right about that time I got a 
break, the only one in this case. 
A couple of detectives of the Pnhil- 
adelphia narcotic squad, named: 
Leinhauser and Potje, were fol- 
lowing up a case of their own, 
working on some of the dope dis- 
tributors who handle for the trans- 
Atlantic ring. They raided a man 
named Gip Ginsburg in Philly and 
took him off to jail. At the time 
they made the arrest there was 
another man in Ginsburg’s place, 
a Pole who gave his name as Ze- 
leski, but the narcotic squad didn’t 
have anything on him, so they let 
him go, 

When they began to search 
Ginsburg, however, they found on 
him a $1000 U. S. Steel bond. 
They checked it; it was part of the 
loot from the Bartle robbery at 
Overbrook, one of the biggest of 
the after-dinner cases. Ginsberg 
was immediately invited to explain 
about it, and when he refused they 
told him they'd try him for the 
after-dinner cases, which were 
enough to send him to jail for 
500 years if they laid them end to 
end. He cracked then, and said 
he had taken ti bond for a friend 
of his, this Zeleski. 

Now that wasn’t a break, that 
was good work. The break came 
in what happened next. When 
they let Zeleski go, Detective Lein- 
hauser had trailed him unobtru- 
sively, hoping that Zeleski was in 
the dope racket, too, and would 
take him to some of the others. 
Zeleski left in a car, a Chevvy with 
a New Jersey license number. 
After taking Leinhauser around 
most of North Philadelphia, he 
finally met another man in a drug 
store, turned the car over to him 
and went to a rooming house, 
where he went to bed. Lein- 
hauser phoned in the location of 
the rooming house; they got it at 
headquarters just about the time 
they checked the Steel bond on 
Ginsburg, and there were half a 
dozen radio cars around the place 
within 156 minutes. They pulled a 
raid, got Zeleski and his baggage 
and from it extracted five more 
$1000 bonds. As I was on the 
case, they called me up and I went 
over first thing in the morning. 
Zeleski was Szewczak, the man I'd 
been seeking for nearly a year. 


evidence against him except 

the hat and the fact that he 
was tied up with the Bartle rob- 
bery. The Philadelphia police 
gave him the works on that one 
so they could hold him, and we 
put out warnings for the car. 

We found its owner was Solo- 
mon Lutz, a barber, who now lived 
in New York. I sent Bading ana 
Clint Zeller up to take over. The 
New York police reported that 
Lutz had a regular job and was 
working at it, so he didn’t look 
like a good candidate as a mem- 
ber of the gang, but it was a cinch 
he was in touch with Adamski 
somewhere. They trailed that Lutz 
for two solid weeks. Then one 
night Lutz goes out alone in his 
car and heads for a small station- 
ery store on the upper East Side. 
Bader and Zeller and a New York 
man were right behind. They saw 
Lutz go into the store and stand 
there talking to someone for a 
few minutes, then come out again. 
Next thing they went in them- 
selves. The man behind the coun- 
ter was Edward Adamski. 

So we got the whole gang at 
last. They made a fight in court, 
but Lutz gave some evidence and 
we had that gun right there all 
the time. Both Adamski and 
Szewezak were convicted and got 
the chair. It was one of the 
toughest cases I ever handled, and 
we never did find out about Brad- 
way Brown's phone call or why 
he canceled the dinner date with 
his mother.
